S.R.O. 291. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Roorkee, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government hereby imposes subject to the provisions of 
the Indian Tolls Act, 1901 (II of 1901), a toll on vehicles, conveyances, animals, 
and laden coolies entering the Cantonment of Roorkee at the rates and subject 
to the exceptions specified In the Schedule hereto annexed. 

2. No octroi shall be levied in the cantonment of Roorkee on and from the 
da4e of this notification.

all kinds, sarpat and bamboos. 

X. No toll shall be levied on head loads, banhgis, pack animals and vehicles, 
solely laden with the following articles: — 

1. Camp equipage of officers on tour. 

2. Fishing nets and baskets. 

3 Laundry articles (clothing soiled or washed). 

4. Birds of all kinds. 

5. All separate loads of Dhoondies, sattu, chabaina, grain and green vege- 

tables, weighing 10 seers or less, and. 

6. Cloth woven on handlooms in India from hand spun cotton, silk or woollen, 

yarn and certified by the All-India Spinners Association, Ahmed abad.
